T H E PROBLEM OF EDUCATION 
Soon the kcb ools and colleges will re-open and 
b oys and girls will hurl them selves into w ork 
which is designed to b uild their careers, to form 
their characters, to improve them culturally. Our 
system of education has come in for very sharp 
criticism on several sides. 
The hum anists feel that our students get very 
little of the hum anities, the eternal values of 
learning, during a four years’ course. They feel 
that the youngsters are b eing rob b ed of their 
time, their money and their opportunities b y an 
inadequate prob ing into the nearly 10,000 years 
of human culture which is availab le to them. 
Some regard the system of m ajors as unproduc­ 
tive of the b est values that a college can provide. 
On the other hand, many parents and em ­ 
ployers complain that young people are graduated 
from our colleges and universities w ithout any 
skills, any tools, any training in the acquirem ent 
of knowledge and the application of w hat they 
learned to their life work. In a word, they feel 
that they are w asting their time. 
The hum anists say that college is not a trade 
school: that if the young person w ants to m aster 
a trade, he should go to a technical school that 
m akes a specialty of his sub ject. The practical 
person w ants to know why the student, after four 
years of high school and four years of college, is 
unfit for anything in particular. Girls can find 
job s as secretaries or elem entary school teachers 
although they are trained for neither; b oys b e­ 
come stock-b rokers or clerks where, if they can 
learn fast, they can m ake some money. But how 
many stock-b rokers or b ankers have you m et who 
know any economics at all? For them not to 
know the technical b asis of their trade is as 
wrong as for a stenographer not to b e ab le to 
spell or for a teacher of history’ to know no his­ 
tory'. The practical man asks ab out tools; the 
hum anist asks ab out knowledge. Surely after four 
years, a student should have one or the other, if 
not b oth. The question that needs to b e asked is 
why there are so m any com plaints ab out what 
should b e the ordinary results of education. 
No person can possib ly b e regarded as educat­ 
ed or cultured who does not know the language 
and literature and history, at least, of his own 
people. T hat, of course, is just a sta rt b ut it is an 
essential. No one can constructively contrib ute 
to the welfare of his country who does not under­ 
stand its form and method of governm ent. One 
m eets men W’ho have degrees and even Phi Beta 
Kappa keys who know nothing ab out their gov­ 
ernm ent, w’ho have no understanding of the tech­ 
niques of governm ent, who talk ab out democ­ 
racy b ut they have no concept of w hat the law 
has to say ab out that. Such a person might b e­ 
come all ex cited ab out some particular issue w ith­ 
out any regard as to how it fits into the entire 
mosaic of his country’s structure. 
This form of ignorance is not ex pected of an 
educated person, just as it is not ex pected that 
a person shall not have read the literature of his 
language. Students go through high school and 
college whose knowledge of the literature of their 
native language is as alien as that of a foreign 
tongue. They therefore are unfam iliar with the 
roots of their culture. They m ay have a sm atter­ 
ing of Hemingway as they have of Sartre b ut 
they are not grounded in Shakespeare or Milton: 
as for Chaucer, they heard ab out him and they 
have read a poem of Longfellow and mayb e Poe. 
The value of literature is not only amusement. 
Its main purpose is to b ring the reader close to 
the nature, the character, the ideals of a people. 
No one can understand the America of today, 
particularly our form of governm ent, our insist­ 
ence upon, Individualism with a deep communal 
responsib ility, who has not steeped himself in 
British history upon which our institutions are 
b ased. 
Our prob lem then is to review’ our entire sys­ 
tem of education from the e le m e n ta l' school to 
the graduate courses in our universities to find 
a technique for handling b oth cultural and voca­ 
tional sub jects w ithout taking so m any years of 
a person’s life. President Kirk of Columb ia Uni­ 
versity has recommended the three sem ester year 
which would help to solve the prob lem of inade­ 
quate education, provided we do not make the 
third sem ester a Sum m er School m akeshift. All 
this requires much thinking out and much dis­ 
cussion.

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ACTING LIKE THE DEVIL 
The human penchant for seeming to be 
on the side of the angels but acting like 
the devil was neatly illustrated in Indiana 
over the Labor Day weekend. It was il­ 
lustrated in a way that showed how this 
penchant can often lead to tragedy. 
Truck drivers in Indiana, as in many 
other states, were keeping their lights on in 
daylight hs a safety reminder. A lot of 
other motorists got into the spirit of the 
thing and turned on their headlights, too. 
One of the latter was stopped by state 
police. He explained that his lights were 
on as a contribution to the safe-driving re­ 
minder. The police, it turned out, had no 
objection to this. What the police objected 
to was that a police aircraft had clocked 
the motorist at 93 miles per hour. 
There you have it: the man was “doing 
his bit” for traffic safety by riding with 
headlights on. To that extent, he was on 
the side of the angels. But he drove like 
the devil; he was a hurtling menace to him­ 
self and everyone he encountered on the 
highway. This was an extreme example of 
the human penchant mentioned above. But 
there are plenty of other examples. They 
all prove that lip service, going through the 
motions — put it how you will — is not 
enough.

m r PROBLEM OF EDUCATION 
Soon the schools and colleges will re-open and 
boys and girls will hurl themselves into work 
which is designed to build their careers, to form 
their characters, to improve them culturally. Our 
system of ‘"ducation has come in for very sharp 
criticism on several sides. 
I The humanists feel that our students get very 
little of the humanities, the eternal values of 
learning, during a four years* course. They feel 
that the youngsters are being robbed of their 
time, their money and their opportunities by an 
inadequate probing into the nearly 10,000 years 
of human culture which is available to them. 
Some regard the system of majors as unproduc­ 
tive of the best values that a college can provide. 
On the other hand, many parents and em­ 
ployers complain that young people are graduated 
from our colleges and universities without any 
skills, any tools, any training in the acquirement 
of knowledge ami the application of what they 
learned to their life work, In a word. they feel 
that they are wasting their time. 
The humanists say that college is not a trade 
school; that if the young person wants to m aster 
a trade, he should go to a technical school that 
makes a specialty of his subject. The practical 
person wants to know why the student, after four 
years of high school and four years of college, is 
unfit for anything in particular. Girls can find 
jobs ai secretaries or elementary school teachers 
although they are trained for neither; boys be­ 
come stock-brokers or clerks where, if they can 
learn fast, they can make some money. But how- 
many stock-brokers or bankers have you met who 
know any economics at all? For them not to 
know the technical basis of their trade is as 
wrong as for a stenographer not to be able to 
spell or for a teacher of history to know no his­ 
tory. The practical man asks about tools; the 
humanist asks about knowledge Surely after four 
years, a student should have one or the other, if 
not both. The question that needs to be asked is 
why there are so many complaints about what 
should be the ordinary results of education. 
No person can possibly be regarded as educat­ 
ed or cultured who does not know the language 
and literature and history, at least, of his own 
people That, of course, is just a Mart but it is an 
essential. No one can constructively contribute 
to the welfare of hi* country who does not under­ 
stand its form and method of government. One 
meets men who have degrees and even Phi Beta 
Kappa keys who know nothing about their gov­ 
ernment, who have no understanding of the tech­ 
niques of government, who talk about democ­ 
racy but they have no concept of what the law 
has to say about that. Such a person might be­ 
come all excited about some particular issue with­ 
out any regard as to how it fits into the entire 
mosaic of his country’s structure. 
This form of ignorance is not expected of an 
educated person, just as it is not expected that 
a Pierson shall not have read the literature of his 
language Students go through high school and 
college whose knowledge of the literature of their 
native language is as alien as that of a foreign 
tongue They therefore are unfamiliar with the 
root! of their culture. They may have a sm atter­ 
ing of Hemingway as they have of Sartre but 
they are not grounded in Shakespeare or Milton; 
as for Chaucer, they heard about him and they 
have read a poem of Longfellow and maybe Poe 
The value of literature is not only amusement. 
Its main purpose is to bring the reader close to 
the nature, the character, the ideals of a pieople. 
No one can understand the America of today, 
pMrticularly our form of government, our insist­ 
ence upon, individualism with a deep communal 
responsibility, who has not steeped himself in 
British history upon which our institutions ane 
baaed. 
Our problem then is to review our entire sys­ 
tem of education from the elem ents^’ school to 
the graduate courses in our universities to find

Q—What objections are there to fluoridation of 
community w ater supplies? 
A— Writing in the official organ of the Penn­ 
sylvania State iJepartment of Health, the Direc­ 
tor of Dental Health asserts that the antifluorida- 
tionista are "an assortment of pieople ranging 
from some skeptics to those who just naturally 
gravitate to opposition group!* of all kinds. They 
are frequently,” he adds, "pieople who dislike 
change and always suspect the worst." 
In this instance, according to the aforemen­ 
tioned director, Dr. Linwood G. Grace, "the 
worst” includes a "plot by the communists to gain 
control of the country” ; a "great scheme of the 
aluminum industry to dispiose of one of its waste 
products at a profit” and/or feeding of "rat poi­ 
son” to an uninformed public. 
Yet the American Medical Association, the 
American Dental Association, the United States 
Public Health Service and many state boards of 
health (none Cominunist-controlled or affiliates of 
the aluminum company) all endorse fluoridation. 
These endorsements have been based on numerous 
statistical studies the latest of which comes from 
Corvallis, Ore. 
After fluoridation of the municipal water sup­ 
ply for seven years, "dental caries of the perma­ 
nent and primary teeth (of school children) was 
markedly reduced as compared with the incidence 
prevailing among children of the correspionding 
age before w ater fluoridation.” 
There was also 
a "marked reduction in the numbers of decayed 
and missing teeth." state Dr*. Tanks and Storvick 
writing in the Journal of Pediatrics. 
No harmful effects of fluoridation were noted.

Time of seeding a new lawn 
is most important. The best time 
to sow g rass seed in u pstate 
New York is abou t September 1, 
and near New York City abou t 
two weeks later. Fall seeding s 
are better than spring seeding s 
becau se they h^v e sev eral more 
months of g ood g rowing weather 
to g et started before crab g rass 
and other su mmer trou bles be­ 
g in. Ev en late fall seeding s, u ntil 
the g rou nd freezes are a better 
risk than spring seeding s in most 
areas. 
Where to Bu y Seed — Poor 
seed mix tu res are mu ch easier 
to find than g ood ones. You may 
find what y ou want rig ht away , 
or y ou may need to hu nt for a 
while by telephone, in person, or 
ev en by mail. It is well worth 
the effort. 
The most likely place to find 
seeds of the basic lawn g rasses 
and better mix tu res is where 
seed selling is the major bu siness. 
In the su bu rbs and ru ral areas, 
inqu ire also at landscape su pply 
companies, at feed, g rain, and 
fertilizer dealers and at farmer’s 
cooperativ es. The analy sis label 
tells the story ; g ood mix tu res are 
where y ou find them. 
The following are rates for 
seeding for new lawns: Blu eg rass 
mix tu re, 4 pou nds to each 1,000 
squ are feet; red fescu e mix tu re, 
6 pou nds; blu e g rass alone, 3 
pou nds; red fescu e alone, six 
pou nds. 
Seedbed Preparation — Finish 
all of the drainag e, rou g h g rad­ 
ing , topsoil and final g rading the 
area needs. You shou ld then hav e 
a smooth, ev en ex panse of soil 
with hu mps and hollows and with 
no trash or larg e stones. 
Spread whatev er org anic matter, 
lime, and fertilizer are needed and 
mix them throu g hly with the lop 
4 inches otf soil. Ev en distribu tion 
is important. Spread org anic ma­ 
terials with shov el or fork. For 
fertilizer and lime, a wheeled fer­ 
tilizer spreader does the best job

bu t carefu l distribu tion by hand 
will do (in the manner su g g ested 
below for sowing seed). Machines 
with rev olv ing metal hooks are 
g ood for soil mix ing . Perhaps y ou 
can rent or borrow one. Lacking 
this, tu rn the soil sev eral times 
with a spading fork or tractor- 
drawn tool. 
It may be more conv enient 
to 
rake the fertilizer into the su rface 
of the loose seedbed than to mix it 
deeply . This will not harm the 
seed, and the g rass will g row as 
well. 
Rake the seed'bed ag ain to pro­ 
du ce a smooth su rface. If y ou hav e 
a roller, make one trip ov er each 
part of the seedbed. This firms the 
seedbed and shows u p small hu mps 
and hollows to be corrected. Rake 
the seed'bed once more to ready it 
for seeding . Do not rake the soil 
so mu ch that the su rface is powd­ 
ery . A mix tu re of soil g ranu les and 
small clods is better. 
Sowing seed—Seed may 
be 
sown immediately after fertiliza­ 
tion; no delay or waiting period 
is necessary . Sow seed ev enly , or 
there w-ill tx i an u nev en pattern 
of g rass and bare g rou nd. A 
mechanical 
spreader does the 
best job of seeding (or fertilizing 
or liming ), bu t hand seeding is 
satisfactory if it is done care­ 
fu lly . To seed by hand, first di­ 
v ide y ou r seed into two 
equ al 
parts. If this is y ou r first attempt 
to sow seed, mix each half of the 
seed with some sand or fine top- 
soil to g iv e y ou more material to 
work with. When there is no 
wind, scatter one half ev enly and 
carefu lly while walking back and 
forth in parallel lines. Scatter 
the other half in the same man­ 
ner while walking in lines at 
rig ht ang les to the first. 
After the seed is 
sown, rake 
the soil lig htly . Use ju st the tips 
of the rake teeth and cov er the 
seed abou t % inch. Seed cov ered 
too deeply will be lost, so omit 
this raking u nless y ou can do it 
carefu lly . Go ov er the area with 
a lawn roller to firm the soil 
abou t the seeds. 
If y ou cannot 
roll the seeding , no harm will be 
done; 
the 
seeds will 
merely 
g erminate a little slower.

Time of seeding a new lawn 
is most important. The best time 
to sow grass seed in upstate 
New York is about September I, 
and near New York City about 
two weeks later. Fall seedings 
are better than spring seedings 
liecause they hfve several more 
months of good growing weather 
to get started before crab grass 
and other summer troubles be­ 
gin. Even late fall seedings, until 
the ground freezes are a better 
risk than spring seedings in most 
areas. 
Where to Buy Seed — Poor 
seed mixtures are much easier 
to find than good ones. You may 
find what you want right away, 
or you may need to hunt for a 
w'hile by telephone, in person, or 
even by mail. It is well worth 
the effort. 
The most likely place to find 
seeds of the basic lawn grasses 
and better mixtures is where 
seed selling is the major business. 
In the suburbs and rural areas, 
inquire also at landscape supply 
companies, a t feed, grain, and 
fertilizer dealers and at farmer’s 
cooperatives. The analysis label 
tells the story; good mixtures are 
where you find them. 
The following are rates for 
seeding for new lawns: Bluegrass 
mixture. 4 pounds to each 1,000 
square feet; red fescue mixture, 
6 pounds; blue grass alone. 
3 
pounds; red fescue alone, six 
pounds. 
Seedbed Preparation — Finish 
all of the drainage, rough grad­ 
ing, topsoil and final grading the 
area needs. You should then have 
a smooth, even expanse of soil 
with humps and hollows and with 
no trash or large stoner. 
Spread whatever organic matter, 
lime, and fertilizer are needed and 
mix them throughly with the lop 
4 inches af soil. Even distribution 
is important. Spread organic ma­ 
terials with shovel or fork. For 
fertiliser and lime, a wheeled fer­ 
tilizer spreader does the best job

but careful distribution by hand 
will dc (in the manner suggested 
below for sowing seed). Machines 
with revolving metal hooks are 
good for soil mixing. Perhaps you 
can rent or borrow one. Lacking 
this, turn the soil several times 
with a spading fork or tractor- 
drawn tool, 
It may be more convenient 
to 
rake the fertilizer into the surface 
of the loose seedbed than to mix it 
deeply. This will not harm the 
seed, and the grass will grow as 
well. 
Rake the seedbed again to pro­ 
duce a smooth surface. If you have 
a roller, make one trip over each 
part of the seedbed. This firms the 
seedbed and shows up small humps 
and hollows to be corrected. Rake 
the seedbed once more to ready it 
for seeding. Do not rake the soil 
so much that the surface Is powd­ 
ery’- A mixture of soil granules and 
small clods is better. 
Sowing seed—Seed may 
be 
sown immediately after fertiliza­ 
tion; no delay or waiting period 
is necessary'. Sow- seed evenly, or 
there will bs an uneven pattern 
of grass and bare ground. A 
mechanical 
spreader does 
the 
best job of seeding (or fertilizing 
or liming), but hand seeding is 
satisfactory if it is done care­ 
fully. To seed by hand, first di­ 
vide your seed into two 
equal 
parts. If this is your first attempt 
to sow seed, mix each half of the 
seed with some sand or fine top­ 
soil to give you more material to 
work with. When there is no 
wind, scatter one half evenly and 
carefully while walking back and 
forth in parallel lines. Scatter 
the other half in the same man­ 
ner while walking in lines at 
nght angles to the first. 
After the seed is 
sown, rake 
the soil lightly. Use just the tips 
of the rake teeth and cover the 
seed about H inch. Seed covered 
too deeply will be lost, so omit 
this raking unless you can do it 
carefully. Go over the area with 
a lawn roller to firm the soil 
about the seeds. 
If you cannot 
roll the seeding, no harm will be 
done; the 
seeds will 
merely 
germinate a little slower.

But now drug resistance is ap­ 
pearing in the germs of patients 
who have never been treated be­ 
fore. At the moment, somewhere ; 
between 5 and IO per cent of TB 
patients treated for the first time i 
are found to be infected with 
germs resistant to one or more 
of the three principal anti-TB 
drugs — isoniazid, PAS. Strepto- J 
mycin. The patient with drug- j 
resistant genus has less chance J 
of getting well, may infect others 
with his drug-resistant germs. 
The odds are still tn our favor j 
for eliminating TB from this 
country — Provided we do it 
soon.

the design adapts so readily to 
the many unproved ideas that 
add so much to modem living. 
While "The Crystal" retains 
the general theme of the orig­ 
inals, imaginative planning has 
produced a floor plan that makes 
the best use of the space avail­ 
able. 
Modest Proportions 
The Salt-Box is not a large 
dwelling but it has an element 
of spaciousness acquired from a 
particularly fine sense of open 
planning.

unbroken area. 
The living room occupies the 
choice front location and the 
family room is in the rear.

He catches his insects on 
the wing. He will not eat a 


dead one. But, if he is hungry, 
he may nibble on a bit of raw 
ground meat. 
You will not see the toad 
! very often if you look for him 
in daylight. 
He is resting 
under the shade of the low 
bushes and getting ready for 
his night's hunting. 
But, if you look for him 
after dark. he will be busy 
about his work.

Javits, Keating 
Back Rocky on 
Milk Standards 


WASHINGTON (APi-Gov. Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller'* position on 
proposed national milk sanitation 
standards is correct, New York's 
R('publican senators contend. 
Sens. Jacob K. Javits and Ken­ 
neth B. Keating came to the New 
York Republican governor's de­ 
fense in Senate speeches Friday. 
Sens. William E. Proxmire of 
Wisconsin and Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey of Minnesota. Democrats, 
had criticized Rockefeller for a 
speech he made in Syracuse re­ 
cently attacking a proposed na­ 
tional milk sanitation law. 
Rockefeller 
said 
Agriculture 
Secretary Orville L. Freeman was 
pushing such legislation because 
it favored his home state of Min­ 
nesota and its immediate neigh­ 
bors at the expense of the rest of 
tho country . 
The governor said the stand­ 
ards would open up the milk mar­ 
kets of New York's dairymen to 
“a periodic flood of surplus milk 
from the Midwest.” 
Javits said oat tonal milk sanita­ 
tion standards would not be prac­ 
tical or desirable because local 
authorities could best determine 
what regulations were needed to 
safeguard their own milk supplies.

proposal 
would tend to lower the quality 
of milk rn some markets. 
Keating said Rockefeller spoke 
on behalf of the consumer, tax­ 
payer and non-subaidized farmer 
of America. 
Keating 
said 
milk 
sanitation 
was a matter for the states, not 
the federal government. 
The federal proposal, he said, 
"would undermine the existing, or­ 
derly

marketing 
arrange­ 
ments 
which 
have 
permitted 
farmers a fair and honest return, 
injured

and 
protection, and have involved no 
cote to the taxpayer.”
